11.—The 
offices of 


United Ireland are again in the posses- 
sion of Mr. Parnell. The anti-Parnell> 
ites, who last night ousted the repre- 
sentatives of Mr. Parnsll from the 
premises after destroying such leaders 
as had been prepared by his newly ap- 
pointed editor, Mr. Leamy, took their 
departure, after having appointed a 
guard, which was left in possession with 
ordera to prevent Mr. Parnell or his 
friends from entering the building. 
This morcing, Mr. 
Parnell, accom- 


panied by his friends and supporters, 
proceeded to the offices of United Ire- 
land, forced open tbo doors, drove out 
the anti-Paroellite guard and again as- 
sumed possession. The whole affair 
was witnessed by a number of police- 
men, none of whom offered any opposi- 
tion to the summary proceedings of the 
Parnellites. As soon as Mr. Parnell 
found himself again in control of the 
building, he appeared at a window and 
addressed the crowd.

ite guard, in charge of the building, had 
securely looked and fastened the front 
door, which they refused to open to re- 
peated demands for admittance, Mr.

United Ireland staff and others whom 
he found there, and bolted and barred 
the door behind them. Such conversa- 
tion as was held between Mr, ParnelTs 
party within, and the ejected staff with- 
out, was conducted through the medium 
of the key hole. Later iu the day, Mr. 
Pamell started for Cork. An enormous 
crowd of people assembled at the Dub- 
lin station and loudly cheered him as he 
entered the tram.

The democrats were 
fully prepared to enter into such dis- 
cussion; they were all opposed to the 
election bill, not because it was a purely 
partisan proposition, but because they 
foresaw that it would invade the consti- 
tution of the United States.

weather, but rather because the base 
burner or the fire-place does not seem 
to be gifted with enough enthusiasm. 
Truly this matter of keeping oi>o'^ shins 
warm this winter is getting to be a 
grave question. The resources of Indi- 
ana's gas field, Blackford county, have 
never been tested to ascertain tho full 
capacity of supply. 
The consumers on 


the books of the Salimonie company last 
winter (the first season) were not 
of such number to materially affect 
the 
supply; 
but 
this year there 


is perhaps a thrice, aye more than that, 
demand for nature's fuel than the first 
season. Mr. Paul, the president of tho 
gas company,says the big manufactories 
will have to be shut off just as soon as 
they interfere with private consumers. 
Yesterday he ordered the supply shut off 
at the eleotrio light power station. A gen- 
tleman who has investigated the matter 
finds that there is no decrease in the 
supply of gas from Blackford county, 
but rather an increase of the same. 
The preplexing situation is concentrated 
to an insufficient supply to satibfy the 
largely increased consumption during 
prolonged cold spells. There is one 
alternative, and one only, for tho Sali- 
monie company, viz., to shut off tho 
heavy manufacturing consumers. This 
will be done when the cold weather 
again causes a scarcity of gas to be felt. 


It is being demonstrated that the 


best gas fields are not inexhaustible and 
companies are withdrawing gas supplies 
from manufactories and mills and are 
husbanding it for domestic use. 
The 


Findlay field is suffering and that city, 
which for some time furnished gas for 
heating stoves at the rate of fifteen cents 
a month, is now selling it at ten cents 
per thousand feet, 
lhat city secured 


scores of manufactories on account of 
cheap fuel, and is now trying to let go, 
but finds it no easy matter. 
Tales of 


woe ore told by the Tiffin papers aou 
oeming the shortage of fuel gas there, 
while Upper Sandusky, relying on the 
Findlay field for fuel gas, finds that it 
is leaning upon a broken reed. 
Spring- 


field will furnish no more gas to manu- 
facturers and town after town is follow- 
ing her example. The fields are not 
standing the drains made upon them 
and should a cold winter be experienced 
there will be considerable demand for 
wood and coal. 


That the Evans farm tffflf be selected

It ia now 
proposed to erect upon the asylum 
grounds a hospital for the care of the 
destitute sick of Allen county. 


Henry F. Lullerman, president of the 


board, said to a SEOTINEI. reporter: 
"This county pays to the St. Joe and 
City hospitals in the neighborhood of 
§7,000 a year for the oato of its sick. 
After calculation we find that an insti- 
tution could be maintained by the 
couuty itself at a saving of at least 
83,000. The building of a hospital has 
uot j et come officially before the board, 
but wo have all talked it over and are ft 
unit upon the matter." Plans and esti- 
mates for a suitable building will prob- 
ably be solicited soon.

BUriVEJIE COURT DECISIONS. 


The supreme court of Indiana has just 


announced the 
following decisions: 


Where a railroad company starts a flra 
on its right of way, which is over a bed 
of turf or peat which extends into ad- 
jacent lands, in a season of great 
drought, when for weeks no rain has 
fallen, such company is guilty of more 
than culpable negligence—it is a posi- 


tive wrong. And where such fire, al- 
though the flames are extinguished, is 
left smouldering in the turf or peat, 
and some days after is fanned by an or- 
dinary wind and burns from the right 
of way, and, following the bed of peat 
or turf, burns over the land of adjacent 
owners and communicates to and burns 
over land remote from the right of way 
and causes the owner thereof loss, the 
railroad company is liable for the dam- 
age done.
